Uncertainty ‘as to Whether the Ookers 
Will Join the Strike. 


CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., April 2%.—There 1s 
great uncertainty throughout the entire 
region to-day as to the provabilities of the 
cokers joining the general strike. Among 
the operators the opinion is general that the 
men will not.go out. They say that the 
cokers are discouraged at the failure of the 
recent strike and will not quit work soon 


again. 

The strike leaders, however, are confident 
the men will come out again, and that they 
will be successful this time, because they 
bave the Dacking of the National Board. 

Meetings are ing held to-day to select 
delegates to the Scottdale convention, which 
meets Monday to decide the question. 


COLUMBIA AND BLAIR COUNTIES. 
ALTOONA, Fa., April 21.—All the coal mines 
in Blair County that have been actively oper- 
ated are located at Bennington and in the 
vicinity of Kittering Point. They employ 500 


men. Three monthsagothe rate of wages 
was cut from 45 cents to # cents a ton, and 
two weeks ago some of the operators made 
another reduction to 85 cents. The men all 
quit work yesterday, twenty-four hours in 
advance of the time fixed by the Columbus 
meeting. 

Cambria County has 6,000 miners,’ every 
one of which went out at noonto-day. The 
menat Gallitzen, in the county, quit work 
yesterday morning, and ali those employed 
at Frugality, and 300 men at Hastings quit at 
noon. All the other miners at Hastings and 
those at Patton joined the strikers ps noon 
to-day. The miners at Ben’s Creek, Lilis, 
Portage,Somnam,South Fork and Sumner Hin 
continued at work until noon to-day when 
they also went out. This includes the entire 
Cambria County mining district, Some of 
the Cambria County operators tried to in- 
duce the men to continue at work by promis- 
ing to pay from this date whatever prioe may 
be hereafter fixed should the strike be suc- 
cessful, but the men refused toaccept such 
terms. Thesinalloperators admit that the 
price of mining is too low, Dut they say they 
were forced by the larger companies to scale 
it down to meet prices of coal. Noone here 
feels competent to give an opinion as to the 
Outcome of the strike. It is generally ad- 
mitted, however, that the miners will suc- 
ceed if they can holdout a month. No dis- 
order has yet been reported in this district. 


A SUCCESS AT PITTSBURG. 
PiTTsspurc, Pa., April 21.—The great coal 
strike, so far as this district is concerned at 
least appears to be a success. At noon to-day 
the 6,000 men in the river district and the 


6,500 in the railroad district laid 
down their picks, and receiving 
their wages quietly left the mines. 
Dispatches from the Clearfield district re- 
port that the 145,000 men there also struck and 
that the mines are generally closed. in the 
Phillipsburg region, east of the mountains, 
all the mines are idie. The suspension in the 
( learfield region will enforce idleness upon 
400 trainmenon the Buffaio, Rochester and 
Pittsburg raliroad. 

In the Connelisville region the men are still 
at work, but the leaders expect to have 
almost the entire region of 18,000 men out on 
Monday. The leaders say there is no longer 
a doubt as tothe attitude of the men regarda- 
ing the national strike. They are iargely in 
favor of it, and nearly three-fourths of them 
are expecteito lay down their tools. Dur 
ing the past week the local leaders have been 
working secretly among the employes of 
every plant, organizing them for the strike, 
and these leaders report that they find no 
opposition to the movement. 


ONE REASON ASSIGNED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 21.—If all the 
miners in what is known as the Clearfield 
district of the butuminous coal region strike 
at noon to-day there will be 20,000 men out of 
work in that territory. Added to these are 
5,000 in the Philipsburg district, 4,000 in the 
Indiana district, 5,000 in the Jefferson 
district, and about 8,000 in the mountain dis- 
trict. A prominent operator, member ofa 
firm thatemploys several thousand miners, 
said to-day: 

**The strike is not against the reduction in 
wages, but simply and solely for the purpose 
of keeping the officers of the Miners’ National 
Organization in office. Things had been quiet 
for so long a time that the working miners 
were kicking against paying Dig salaries to 
general officers for doing nothing. As far as we 
are concerned, we have been practically 
maintaining a charity organization for some 
time. It would have paid us to close our 
mines six months ago. When we found it 
necessary to reduce wages in order to keep 
the men at work they accepted the situation 
quietly and dii not offer objection.’’

THEY ARE SOBER, INTEIMIGENT Ano 
DETERMINED MEN.

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Driven to Their Present Movement by 
Oppression and Starvation—Their 
Leader a Man of Brains and Character 
and a Christian—Perfect Gentleman 
and Thoroughly Honest—Compared 
With the French Revolution.

Des Mornes, Io., April 21.—General Man- 
ager st. John of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway, who passed through this 
city lest night from Coudenl Bluffs, talked 
differently from some other railway men 
about the Kelly ‘‘Commonweal’’ army, its 
purposes and the menace it ig to the country. 
In fact he does not think the people have 
anytbing to fear om the army passing 
through the country. 

It is made up of sober, intelligent, deter. 
mined men, he said. *‘Nine-tenths of them 
are American born, They are respectable, 
honest and remarkably well organized. 
There are no bums among them. The state- 
mentsthat have been sent out about their 
being tramps and alli that sort of thing are 
alluntrue. The leader, Kelly, is a man of 
brains and character mnd great de- 
termination, and he is a religious man, 
too. He is a perfect gentleman 
and thoroughly honest. He will never per- 
mit any outrages to be done by any of his 
men if there should be y inclination in 
that direction, which ther certainly is not 
now. He wl not permit @ny tramp or dis- 
reputable person to enlist@n his army, and 
he will remove the first one@ecanfind. He 
has Absolute control over his men, which he 
could never have over a body of tramps or 
disreputables. Kelly said to me that his men 
would never go back under any circum- 
stances. They are going to Washington in 
some way; of that Iam sure. 

We may be wrong,” Kelly said to me, 
‘but we are determined to go to Washington 
and present a living petition to Congress, 
one that cannot be thrown into a waste 
paper basket. We think we are right and 
nothing can stop us. 

‘*What they can accomplishI do not see, 
but they are bound to make a profound im- 
pression. There will be 100,000 people in 
Washington dy the 10th day of May on this 
mission; and what can we do about it? Noth- 
ing but treat them kindly and let them go. 
The more opposition they meet the stronger 
they become. The jiaboring classes all over 
the country are ti sympa’ with them. If 
they have a few more days of such treatment 
as they have had the last two days about 
Council Bluffs and Omaha Itremble to think 
what may bappen.

MR. DAVIS” BILL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Representa- 
tive Davis (Pop.) has introduced a bill cover- 
ing in part the demands of the Industrials. 
It directs the Secretary of War to imme 
Giately enlist 500,000 men in an industrial 
volunteer army, toserve fora period of one 
year after enlistment. The army to be 
housed, clothed and fed, but instead of drill. 
ing is to be employed on public works. 
To maintain the army the Secretary 
of the Treasury is to issue $50,000,000 legal 
tender notes and certain other forms of cur- 
rency. The bill specifies the following issues 
of money to pay the army: Fifty millions to 
replace the waste and destruction on notes 
under the act of 1878; $150,000,000 to replace 
national bank currency retired; $100,000,000 
annually hereafter to keep up the volume of 
money. 

By a resolution tntroduced in the House by 
Representative Boen (P.) of Minnesota the 
Secretary of War is instructed to provide 
within the District camping ground and 
tents for all organized bodies of laboring 
people who may come within the District 
and to see that their rights as citizens are 
respected and protected during their stay 
here. The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Military Affairs.

MACON, Mo., April 21.—A company of fifty- 
eight men, hailing from Kansas, Missour! 
and other Western States, arrived here.yes- 
terday on their way to join Coxey’s army.

course of debate on the ducal annuity. 

During the speeches of Messrs. Labouchere 
and Storr, Lord Randolph made numerous 
itrelevant and incoherent interruptions, 
whieh were greetea with shouts of derisive 
laughter from all parts of the house. His 
Own speech was a savage and vehement at- 
tack upon the Radicals in general and upon 
Henry Labouchere in particular. ; 

The speech of Lord Randoiph called fortha 
running fire of laughter from the Radical 
bonches. He looked fil, was decidedly ex- 
cited and he appeared to forget his misrep- 
resentation of previous speeches. On the 
other hand, he strewed his own with such 
phrases as ‘‘revolting sentiments’’ and 
**vomiting Radical trash. 

Lord Randolph Churchill also eulogized 
Mr. Gladstone’s ‘‘anfailing patriotism,’’ the 
suppression of which, he claimed, was a 
serious loss to the House. 

The speaker then described the welting 
which he claimed Mr. Gladstone would have 
administered to Henry Labouchere, had the 
veteran Liberal leader been present upon 
that occasion. The description which Lord 
Randolph then gave of Labowchere as 
**feasting and intoxicating almseltf on royal 
grants’’ was received witha roarof signifi- 


cant laughter. Durin his remarkable 
speech Ohurenill accused the Radicals of 
wanting to makejthe Duke of Edinburgh a 
crossing 828 Whereupon Charles A. 
Conybeare (Radical) cried out: ‘‘His mother 
has plenty of money. 

The Chronicle, commenting upon Lord Ran- 
Golph’s sbeech, says: It would be merciful to 
draw a vell over the scene. Much to Mr. 
Balfour’s relief, towards the end of his 
speech Lord Randolph quietéd down and 
quoted an effective passage from a speech 
made by O’Connell.

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WHEAT CROP PROSPECTS. 


In Six States It Will Be fomewhat Larger 
Than the Average. 


TOLEDO, O., April 21.—C. A. King & Co. 
say: During the past four days we have 
received replies from 8,248 reliable grain 
dealers and millers, covering every im- 
portant wheat county in the six principal 
wheat States whick raise two-thirds of the 
winter wheat crop of the United States. 


The present prospect is that the next wheat 
crop in the six States will be somewhat larger 
than an average one. Four hundred and 
sixty-six dealers report the outlook excel- 
lent, 1,278 say good; 796, an average; 428, a 
trifie below an average; 144 say poor, while 
only 36 say halt a crop. Indiana has the 
best and a very good prospect, especially in 
some of the larger wheat counties. Ohio 

romises nearly as well, while Missouri and 

llinols follow, each saying above an aver- 
age; Michigan and Kansas bave fully an 
average prospect. 

The prospect has improved since a fort- 
night ago, when the April reports of the 
agricultural bureau were gathered; 586 re- 
ports say there hat been a decided improve 
ment; 1,302 say improved, and 726 see no 
material change. Only 478 say the prospects 
are worse, while but 82 say itis much worse, 
and these reports are mostly from sections 
which need rain. Most ofthe sections have 
had beneficial rains since the last freeze and 
the damage now appears to be less than was 
reported. . 

The prospect is somewhat better than a 
yearago. Ohio has about the same, but the 
other States all show Detter, Indiana lead- 
ing. 

The acreage sown last fall was smaller. The 
amount of winter killed, including what was 
damaged by the late freeze, was less than 
the winter before; 1,549 report no damage; 
602 a sixteenth; 508 an eighth; 242a quarter, 
8g a third and only 78 a half of the acreage 
destroyed. 

There is less old wheat remaining in the in- 
terior than a year aro. One-third say there 
is about thre same amount; a sixth report an 
eighth to a quarter more, while a quarter re- 
porta half less and a quarter say an eighth 
to a third less. Ohio has the largest stocks; 
Indiana, Illinois and Missouri have small 
stocks. A majority of the farmers are dis- 
pense to sell before another harvest, while a 

fth will carry all over. 

Cloverseed acreage would have been ma 
terlally increased, but for the late freeze, 
which destroyed considerable. Some has 
been resown since then, and the area now 
promises to be about the same as for the last 


crop.

**At the last meeting, be said, I made a 
motion to hold the proceedings publicly in- 
stead of in executive session as before, which 
was adopted with but little discussion. I 
am in favor of the greatest publicity being 
given the matter, asthereis nothing tocon- 
ceal, and it is athing in which the public is 
paturally very much interested.

While itis generally belleved that the 
reverse would be the case 1 Know that the 
population along the river front is so dense 
as to entirely outnumber the vote In the rest 
ofthe district. Itis concededon all bands 
that the central districts, thatis, those about 
the Court-house, are bound to be Democratic 
under any plan, ribbon or otherwise. Iam 
famlliar therefore with those who control 
the party machinery inthe eastern part of 
the Cistrict, and I am sure their influence 
willaiways be strong enough to nominate 
aman of their choice, and such a man is far 
more likelyto be one of their own number 
than one from the West End.

CABINET LEGISLATION. 

The new bill for the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage and the issue of bonds ischiefly 
interesting because of the reason given for 
its consideration by Congress. 

The author of the measure claims atten- 
tion for it on the ground that it is an ad- 
ministration bill which has been indorsed 
by Secretary Carlisle as acceptable to the 
President. Itis freely admitted that this 
statement alone gives the bill prominence 
and that on no other ground could serious 
consideration be gained for it. 

The fact that the President has vetoed a 
silver seigniorage bill would render the 
prominence given to Secretary Carlisle’s 
indorsement of little significance if it 
were not one of a series of incidents indi- 
cating unusual influence on the part of the 
administration in the shaping of legisla- 
tion. The silver repeal bill was recog- 
nized asan administration measure. The 
fight was managed by the administration. 
Secretary Carlisle was in constant commu- 
nication with party leaders and boldly di- 
rected their movements from the Senate 
committee-room. The Wilson bill is ad- 
mittedly an administration bill and Senator 
Hill charged that the President passed 
upon it and committed a breach of pro- 
priety in ‘discussing its merits before it 
had been presented to Congress. 

The force of these and other attempts of 
the administration to shape legislation 
and direct party forces in Congress cannot 
be overlooked. It must be admitted that 
the hand of the President and his Cabinet 
has been visible to an extraordinary degree 
in the work of Congress. The sign from 
the White House has been exceptionally 
potent in determining the action of the 
Democratic members of Congress. The 
drift-during this administration towards 
Cabinet direction has been evident. 

An interesting question arises as to the 
limit of the tendency and the permanence 
of the innovation already accomplished. 
The substitution of the British plan of 
making the Cabinet responsible for legis- 
lation for the American plan of separating 
the Executive and Legislative departments 
has been warmly advocated. Are we in- 
sensibly drifting in this direction and how 
far will President Cleveland’s strong hand 
take us on the road?

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

It is my opinionthat when the Union Mar- 
ket is sold and removed it will have the same 
effect on the value of property adjacent to it 
that the sale and removal of the market from 
Third street had; property sank in value 


more than one-half, and rents were reduced 
from one-half to one-quarter of what had 
been paid while the market remained. 

It should be borne in mind that the heirs of 
Mrs. Ann C. T. Farrar holdthe bonds of the 
city in the sum of $245,000, bearing interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum, being the 
purchase money for said block of ground

EXPORT THREATENS TO FXHAUST ALL 
THE FREE GOLD. 


itis Feared the Treasury Reserve Wil) 


Again Be Encroached Upon—A Part of 
To- Days Outgoing Metal to Be Furn- 
ished by the Banke— But Next Week 
the Government's Store May Be 
Drawn Upon. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—The gold re- 
Serve is agala the subject of much uneasi- 
ness at the Treasury Department, as the 
gold withdrawn at New York for export 
threatens to exhaust all the free gold above 
the $100,000,000 margin. The Treasury holds 
about 33, 00,000 in free gold, and if the en- 
tire $4,200,000 wich is to go abroad by to- 
Gays steamers is withdrawn from the New 
York Sub-treasury, the reserve will again be 
The department is ex- 
pecting that a portion of this amount will be 
furnished by the banks, butas further ex- 
ports are expected next weekithe reserve) will 
probably be drawa upon to meet the with- 
drawals. 

o long as the Government holds a large 
balance of free gold the banks have been 
Willing to payout gold forexport, but as 
soon asthe reserve is invaded the Treasury 
is forced to stand the strain alone. 

Secretary Carlisle will use the reserves to 
meet the current demands, ashe did before 
the last bond issue. But it is not expected 
thatthe gold balance will drop anywhere 
near as low as it did before. The Secretary, 
however, has estimated the deficit at the end 
of the fiscal year—only two months hence— 
at $78,000,000, and a second bond issue, even 
under the most favorable circumstances, so 
forced are the demands for export, is now 
believed to be unavoidable. 

THE MEYER BILL. 

Theapproach of another period of strin- 
gency has led to further steps in the House 
to provide some way of utilizing the seign- 
lorage under the restrictions suggested in 
the President’s veto of the Bland bill. Gen. 
Meyer of Louisiana has introluced a Dill 

hich provides for coining the bullion and 
gives the Secretary authority to issue 3 per 
cent five year bonds to be used as a reserve. 
It also tepeals the act of 1875, under which 
the $50,000,000 in bonds were issued several 
months ago, and gives the Secretary the 
power to exchange the new bonds for the 
ten-year 5 per cent bonds. 

Sec. 4 of the proposed act says: ‘‘That 
the Secretary of the Treasury may receive 
silver certificates on deposit, without in- 
terest, from any National Bankine Assortia- 
tion, in sums of not less than $5,000, and issue 
certificates therefor in such sums as he may 
prescribe, in denominations of not less than 
$5,000, payable on demand in silver certif- 
Cates, or standard silver dollars, at the 
places where the deposits were made. The 
certificates so deposited shall not be counted 
as part ot the lawful money reserve of the 
association, but the certificates issued there- 
formay be counted as part of its lawful 
money reserve and may be accepted in the 
settlement of clearing-house balances at the 
places where the deposits therefor were 
made. 

NOT ACCEPTABLE TO BLAND. 

The Meyer bill has not met with very favor- 
able reception in the Committee on Coinage, 
Weights ana Measures, of which Mr. Bland 
isthe Chairman, but it is believed that a bill 


containing substantially the same provisions 
will be reported favorably. Mr. Bland is the 
only one who Is seriously blocking the way to 
the consideration of a bill of this kind by 
the House. According to his idea no bill is 
perfect or acceptable to the silver men which 
does not bear ulis name as the author. 

Judge Culberson and others, who sup- 
Jorted the Bland seigniorage bill, have care- 
fully examinea the Meyer bil and view its 
provisions favorably. The only objection 
they raise is that the Treasury notes are not 
to be retired. Ihe Meyer bill was submitted 
to Secretary Carlisle before it was intro- 
duced, and Gen. Meyer stated to the com- 
mittee that the Secretary had said that he 
believed it met the objections raised by the 
President. No limit as tothe issue of bonds 
is made in the bill. 

CRUISER NEW YORK. 

The report that Capt. Philip and Executive 
Omcer Mason discovered the crulser New 
York to be in a desperate condition after the 
vessel was well on her way to Rio caused a

A special re was made to the Naval 
Department concerning the ammunition 
hoists, which were found to be imperfect in 
construction and slow in feed, but in the 
general report made by Admiral Belknap, he 
made the following aaditional statement: 

The cartridge cylinders for the supply- 


ing of the sponson eight-inch guns, are apt 


to catch at the joints in the shutes. One 
shute was disabled temporarily by such jam - 
mings. The joints should be made smooth 
to overcome such serious defects. 

DANGER OF BLOWING UP. 

On the strength of these recommendations 
preparations were made to alter the am- 
munition hoists, but the work was finally 
abandoned and the cruiser sentto Rio in 


such condition that not only could they not 
supply the guns for which they were intended 
but the danger was constantly incurred of 
tale ag up the ship every time they hoisted 
a shell. 

Admiral Belknap also discovered that the 
8-inch magazines were unfit for service—a 
fact which Capt. Philip afterwards ascer- 
tained, as told in the Post-DispaTcu. On 
this point the Admiral reported as follows: 

Ihe temperature of the midship 8-inch 
magazines is very high, Cue to their location 
next to the re- rooms. Some means of lining 
these magazines or providing air-space with 
separate ventilation should be adopted. 

Although the department had discovered 
thatthe picturesque blunder had been made 
of locating a magazine next tothe fre- room 
the ship was sent off toa possible war with- 
out alteration. 

In addition to the defects already noted 
Admiral Belknap reported that practically 
the entire electric system ofthe ship was 
faulty. As to the search light, which is a 
most important adjunct of a modern war- 
ship, the report said: 

**A second attempt was made during the 
afternoon of the 18th inst. to work the search 
lights, buf it resulted in fallure. Only one of 
the four lights responded at all satisfactorily 
to the electric current. At the closing of this 
report the search lights are still in faulty 
condition as tu working. During the fire of 
the guns the shock of the explosions sent off 
some ofthe electric emergency alarms. on 
twooccasions the bulkhead doors were un- 
expectedly closed, owing to the accidental 
signals so made. It is recommended that 
when the commanding officer of the ship re- 
ports the difficulties of manipulation that 
have to be overcome, a member of the Navy 
Board be ordered to make another inspec- 
tion of the electric plant and to verify its 
condition. 

Of course, this inspection did not take 
place forthe reason that the ship was sent 
away, and the department as yet has no of- 
ficial information as to whether the New 
York’s electrical apparatus is serviceable or 
not. 

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT. 

Admiral Belknap’s report was accom- 
panied by a supplementary report prepared 
by Assistant Naval Constructor Street, which 
the Admiral thus refers to: 

Attention is called to the report of Assist- 


ant Naval Constructor Street, describing the 
defects of the flush water tights of the plat- 
form deck. Ihe board desires to express the 
opinion thatthese defects are serious, and 
should be remedied,’’ 

There was no opportunity to remedy them, 
however, andthey are probably stillin ex- 
istence. Admiral Belknap closed his report 
as to the ship’s seaworthiness as follows: 

he ready obedience of the ship to her 
helm drew forth favorable comment from 
the pilot, and impressed the members of the 
Speed Trial Board, and this board is of the 
opinion that no questions of seaworthiness 
or of instability will ever arise with the New 
York, and that, when she has been given 
suitable opportunity for getting into proper 
shape, asa well organized, well equipped 
and weli drilled man-of-war, she will have 
uo superior afioat of her class. 

The new cruiser has never had the ‘‘oppor- 
tunity for getting into proper shape, sug- 
gested by Admiral Belknap, and the friends 
ofthe navy as well asthe friendsand rela- 
tives of her officers and crew are to be con- 
gratulated upon the fact that she has made 
the trip to Kio and back without disaster. 

Navalexperts here do not liketo think of 
what might have happened had the Insur- 
gent Admiralinthe Bay of Kio refused to be 
bluffed by Admiral Benham when the New 
York was detailed to ‘‘takecare of the 
Tamandare and Aquidaban.’’ 

SITUATION AT BLUEFFIELDS, 

The press dispatches from Biuefields were 

eagerly read at the State and Navy Depart- 


ments yesterday. At the State Department 
they brought news mary days later than any 
official advices received from either Minister 
Baker or United States Consul Braida. secre- 
tary Gresham read the report with much in 
terest, but stated to the l’osT-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent that the department had nothing 
to say regarding the situation in the Mosquito 
reservation. No one in the department 
would discuss any feature of the contro- 
versy in the absence of officialadvices. 

lo the Navy Department the press dis- 
Patches brought the news that the San 
Francisco had arrived at Bluefields, and that 
all on board were well. ‘here being no 
cable nearer to Blueflelds than Greytown, 
Capt. Watson has not been able to send the 
department even the customary brief dis- 
patch announcing his ariva), and it is un- 
derstood that he has held back further ad- 
vices for the malls. 

It is expected that the steamer which 
brought the press dispatches trom Bluefields 
to New Orleans also carried important ad- 
vices for the State Department irom Consul 
Braida. and for the Navy Department from 
Capt. Watson. the action taken by the 
commander ofthe San Francisco in invest 
gating not only the condition of the Amer!l- 
Can residents in the Mosquito reservation, 
but alsothe action taken dy the Nicaraguan 
Government in withdrawing the exequatur 
of Consul Braida bears out fully the state- 
ments heretofore made in these dispatches. 

Capt. Watson’s expedition to Bluefields 
partakes of the character of a diplomatic 
mission, and, on this account, the State 
Department is very anxious to receive the 
report which it is supposed that he has for- 
warded to Secretary lierbert. So far as can 
be seen the American commander has car- 
ried himself with very great discretion and 
has copfined himselt in the matter of Con- 
sul Braida’s status toa protest on account of 
the revocation of his exequatur. 

So far as could be learned at the State De- 
partment, Secretary Gresham isin no hurry 
to make any ‘‘request’’ of the Nicaraguan 
Government to have Mr. Braida’s exequatur 
re-issued. When the Secretary makes up his 
mind as to the course to be pursued, his in- 
timation tothe Nicaraguan Government will 
be far more likely totaketheform of a de- 
mand than of a request. 

GREAT BRITAIN’S SCHEMES. 


Public menin Cengress, as wellasin the 
State and Navy Departments, read with 
much interest the references to the schem- 
ing of Great Britain to secure a coaling sta- 
tion near the eastern terminus of the Nic- 
araguan Canal. The story is generally ac- 
cepted ae confirming the fears of the friends 
of the canalthat Great Britain has been 
plotting to secure a coaling station at a 
commanding point near the eastern outlet, 
and the effect of these advices will undoubt- 
edly be to expedite action in Doth branehes 
of Congress on the Nicaraguan Canal bill. 

Party lines are completely wiped out in the 
movement to make the Nicaraguan Canal an 
American enterprise. senator Morgan, a 
Jeffersonian Democrat, is controlling the 
movement in the Senate, and Bellamy 
Storer, an active Republican, is pushing the 
bill in the House, withthe full sympathy of 
his Democratic colleagues. fhe President 
isin thorough accord with the movement,

St. Louis as a Wool Market. 


Bt. Louis is in better shape than any of the 
large wool markets of the country to receive 
shipments of woolthis season. Financially 
it went through the late panic more success- 
fully than any of the other financial centers. 
Not asingle bank failed here, and the num 
ber of commercial fallures showed a smaller 
percentage than anywhere else. St. Louis 
dealers served to fully foresee the disastrous 
decline in wool and acted prudently 
and conservatively. The consequences 
were that the percentage of losses 
here were the smallest of any 
marketin the country and that our mer- 
chants were in a position late in the season 
to handle wool that no other market would 
touch. There are no old sores to heal over 
here, and our merchants are prepared to 
handle a larger share of this season’s clip 
than ever before. 

Most of the Eastern buying houses an- 
nounce themselves commission merchants 
this year, with charges of lsc per Ib com- 
mission andthe usual extras of Interest on 
advances, discount on 0 and 90 days’ sales, 
grading, storage, insurance, drayage, labor, 
etc. To this may be added shrinkage in weight 
om the slow selling grades, carried from 
three to twelve mopths, long drawn out ac 
counts, which prevent the shipper from 
knowing definitely how he stands, and other 
evils of the old-fashioned way of doing bust 
ness. 

Wool shipped to St. Louis is handled on the 
cash basis, which means low rate of com- 
mission and minimum expenses of all kinds. 
Sales are promptly executed at full market 
value and returns made immediately after- 
wards, in many instances on the same day 
that the wool Is received. 

To the usual number of energetic wool- 
buying dealers, none of whom find it neces- 
gary tosolicit consignments this year, are 
added two of the largest houses in the West, 
neither of which were represented here last 
season. All the leading milis, both East and 
West, are represented here, personally, and 
through brokers, one of the latter doing the 
largest business in domestic wools of any 
brokerage firm in the United states.

Wisnimnctors, April 21.—It was generally 
understood when Senator Morgan reported 
the Nicaragua “anal bill that it did not 
wholly meet the approval of all members of 
the committee, especially Senator Davis of 
Minnesota, who opposed the bill when it was 
previously before the Senate. 

Senator Davis bas not put his objections in 
the form ofa report and will not do so, but 
he will probably make aspeech against the 
bill u it is ever called up. As to this con- 
tingency, itis well understood that as long 
as the tariff bill is before the Senate there 
will not be the least possibility of considering 
the Nicaragua or any other bill, but when 
the taritt is out of the way an effort will be 
made to bring up the Nicaragua bill. 

„„es, lexpect to make a speech against 
the bill, said Senator Davis, and i will 
endeavor to point out some reasons why it 
Why should the United 
States put $100,000,000 into a canal when we 
have not a navy to hold it ten days against 
England, Germany, France or Italy? 

‘*There is another feature that ought not to 
be lost sight of, and thatisthe fact that 
vessels are obliged to round Cape Horn is a 
wonderful defense for the United States, It 
is no small thing to send a naval vessel 
around Cape Horn. If we were to cut a 
canal through to the Pacific it would be open 
in times of peace and as many vessels could 
be put through as are needed in case trouble 
was contemplated in the near future, With- 
out the canal the vessels would be obliged to 
go around the Horn. 

*‘*With $10,000,000 and the immense iron 
mines on the Pacific Coast we could makea 
show of defense ina short time, for all ves- 
sels that any nation would care to send 
around the Horn. But the worst feature of 
itis that we could not hold the canal nor 
could we recover it if once lost. 


READING OF SPEECHES. 


Mr. @ray’s Froposition to Prevent It in 
the Senate. ’ 


WasHinoTron, D. C., April 21.—Although 
many propositions are introduced in the 
Senate looking to an amendment of therules, 
nothing has resulted trom them. At least in 
the present Congress the majority of the 
Committee on Rules are wholly opposed to 
any changes, and the Republican members 
are not likely to assist in adopting new rules 
which would in any way restrict their privi- 


leges and powers. 

The proposition submitted by Senator — 
of Delaware, providing that no Senator shal! 
read a speech or read extensively from books 
or papers, is intended more especially to cut 
off speeches which are supposed to be made 
for the express purpose of killing time. This 
matter was under discussion during the ex- 
tra session, when the siiver debate was on; 
the question being whether a Senator could 
have a document read at the clerk’s desk. 

In.the course ofthe debate Senator Teller 
said that the reading of speeches was a prac- 
tice that had grown up.of late years, and 
was not contemplated when the Senate rules 
allowing entire freedom of debate were first 
inaugurated. 

The odzect in preventing the reading of 
ofspeeches is that while a Senator may be 
content to read for hours without a4 single 
Senator listening and not more than two or 
three in the chamber, he would probably not 
be disposed to talk tothe same kind of ar. 
audience, and it is further belleved there 
would be very much less speechinaking. 

This is no doubt true, but the whole mat- 
ter would probably be debated until Decem.- 
ber before any rules looking toward the 
closure of debate or any startling innova 
tions introduced inthe Senate were carried.
